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THE  ROYAL  ORLEANS  TAPESTRIES 


THE  three  superb  pre-Gobelins  tapestries  from  the  Chateau  of  Neuilly, 
which  follow,  were  the  property  of  King  Louis  Philippe,  the  last  of  the 
Orleans  monarchs,  who  was  deposed  in  1848  and  died  in  exile  in  1850.  The 
tapestries  were  sold  by  his  family  in  January,  1852,  under  the  auspices  of  Me. 
Bonnefons  de  Lavialle,  of  the  Rue  de  Choiseul  in  Paris,  and  were  purchased 
by  Mr.  George  O.  Hovey  of  Boston ;  they  represent  the  three  Seasons,  Summer. 
Autumn,  Winter,  and  were  Lot  15  of  the  Orleans  catalogue.  They  were  be- 
queathed by  Mr.  Hovey  to  his  son-in-law  and  daughter,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 
T.  Morse,  Jr.  of  Boston,  and  have  been  on  exhibition  in  the  Boston  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts  since  1898. 

The  cartoons  appear  to  date  from  the  sixteenth  century,  and  are  in  the  genre 
flamand.  the  art  of  the  Netherlands  being  considered  at  the  time  supreme  in 
the  depiction  of  scenes  of  country  life ;  following  the  conventions  of  the  age. 
Summer  portrays  a  harvest  scene,  Autumn  the  grape  vintage  and  If  inter  a 
skating-party.  The  fourth  of  the  series,  Spring,  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  the 
burning  of  the  Chateau.  The  tapestries  are  finely  woven  of  silks  enriched  with 
gold  in  a  beautiful  palette  of  colors,  the  most  striking  a  rose-red,  which  was 
to  become  in  the  eighteenth  century  a  'hall-mark'  of  Gobelins  manufacture. 
The  borders  of  flowers,  garlanded  with  spirals  of  leafage,  are  exquisitely  de- 
signed in  their  uniformity  and  simplicity  to  set  off  the  complex  scenes  of  the 
cartoons.
